REGARDING AN ALLEY.

Leganty of Proceedings in the Opes-
log of the Theim-eghtere.

Thomas Bryan Huyck of 1i05 Pennsylva-
nia avenue recently wrote to the District
Commissioners concerning the legality ot
the proceedings in the opening of a new

alley through square 833, between G and K
and 5th and 6th streets northeast. The
alley was previously in two blind parts, but
about 18190 was straightened and opened
through by order of the Commissioners.
Mr. H-uyck says he has eramined the pa-
pers and is of opuinen that the opening of
the alley was entirely regular and in se-
cordance with law. However, it Is con-
tended, he says, by other parties that the
proceedings in the opening of the alley
were not regular.
The matter was referred to Mr. H. B.

Looker, the District surveyor, and upon hiu
report it has now been forwarded to the
attorney for the District fotr an opinion. In ,

his report Surveyor Looker said:
"The proceedIngs in this case appear per-

fectly regular, except that no one signed
as representing lots 18, 19, 2) and 2L, ask-
ing for the closure of oid alley in the rear
of said lots. Mr. J. V. N. Huyck. as agent.
made the subdivision creating the lots, but
his name appears nowhere on the petition.
The papers do not show under what law
the action was taken. I suggest the refer-
ence of this matter to the attorney for the
DIstrict for opinion as to the legality of the
proceedings.
"The assessor's office plat book shows lots

18 to 21 inclusive as extending out to the
west lane of the new alley, thus including
in each a part of the old alley closed. This
is certainly not regular, according to pies-
ent methods, under which a new subdivi-
sion would be necessary to take in the al-
ley closed and new lot numbers would be
assigned to the enlarged lots. As now
shown on said plat book, these lots, though
radically changed in dimensions and area,
cannot be distinguished from the original
lots so far as a record reference is con-
cerned.
"The numerical book of the as=sa=sr'u of-

flee shows that the parcels taken in by the
plat book are not assessed against any one,
though surely they are not public property
If the proceedings of closing be valid. I
would suggest the creation of a new rec-
ord of these lots to bring records and fcats
into accord, as soon as the legal question
is determined."
By the closing of the old blind alley and

the opening of the new alley a strip et
ground about fifteen feet wide is taken in
by the lots in question.
